REV. RICHARD FURMAN, D. D, 


[The annexed memoir of Dr. F. we abridge 
from a notice in the Charleston Mercury.] 

The Rev, Dr. Furman was born at A.sopus 
in the state of New-York, in the year 1755. 
—-While he was yet an infant, his parents mi- 
grated with him to this state; and, after some 
years spent on the sea boaid, settled at the 
High Hills of Santee, where his father filled 
the office of Prothonotary, and pursues, it is 
believed, the profession of a Surveyor. At 
this place, then almost a wilderness. Dr. FP. 
grew up to manhood, under the immediate 
eye and tuition of his father, of who, being a 
man of strong intellect and of considerable 
mathematical attainments, gave his son such 
an English and Mathematical education, as 
his official and professional duties would al- 
low, ‘The knowledge, to which Dr. F. af- 
terwards attained, of the Greek and Hebrew 
languages, was from his own unassisted exer- 
uons, after he entered on the ministry. 

; Dr. I’. was brought up to no particular bu- 
siness, though it is believed, he assisied his 
father in the duties of his office, his surveying 
engagements, and his agricultural employ- 
ments. Ata very edly period of life, he at- 
tached himself to the’Sauctuary; and at the 
age of 18 was installed the Pastor of the Bap- 
list Church at the High Hills of Santee, 
With this Charch he continued till the year 
1787, when being chosen to preside over the 
Baptist Church in Charleston, he removed 
his residence to this city. Here he has 
since constantly dwelt, except during those 
annual excursions, which for 38 years, 
he has been in the habit of making into differ- 
ent parts of the state, preaching the word of 
life, apd promoting the best interests of his 
fellow men. During his residence ou the 
High Hills of Santee, he married his first 
wile, by whom he had four children, two of 
whdm survive : after his removal to Charles- 
tou he married his second wife, by whom he 
had thirteen children, eleven of whom sur- 
vive him. Ife had a sister and brother ; the 
latter died 18 or 20 years ago, the former is | 
still living. 

Dr. Furman was a man of no common cha- | 
racter. ‘Vhrough a pilgrimage of seventy 
years, he fulfilled in the moral, social and re- 
ligious worlds, a system of the most compre- 
hensive and useful destivies. Commencing 
for 54 years he never teas- 
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ed to proclaim to sinners, with an apostolic 
zeal and fervour, that name and those dor.

The party stopped at the 
Garden of Gethsemane, with signs of much 
griefand trouble, and sung and prayed, and 
then ascended Mount Olivet, over the beau- 
‘Liful side of which the torches cast a doubt- 
ful and« glimmering hight. The pilgrims 
were men of different ages and countries, 
but all discovered marks of the deepest re- 
verence and impassioned feeling. ‘To the 
priests it was too much a matter of habit 
and routine to excite their feelings beyond 
the usual level. ‘The procession halted 
again onthe top of the Mount of Olives, en- 
deared by so many sacred and glorious re- 
membrances, and, passing by the ruins of 
Bethphage, at last arrived at the rock, in 
which is hewn out the tomb ef Lazarus. 
Every one descended into it, and the exca- 
vation was scarcely able to contain the 
“whole number. The narrow flight of steps 
leading down to it allows a very partial light 
even in the daytime ; but now the sacred 
spot was vividly illuminated by the number 
‘of torches held beneath. The flame that 
waved in the openairasthey marched along 
now burot clear and steady. On the floor 
of the sepulchre stood all the priests, while 
the pilgrims hung round and bent over them 
with the utmost eagerness and interest, to 
catch « glimpse of the tomb where the body 
of Lazarus had lain. It is about the size of 
the human ferm, and is hollowed out in the 
middle of the rocky floor. The chant was 
here of the most solemn and impressive kind, 
ofthe victory gained over death and the 
grave by the power of the cross, and of the 
resurrection {to life eternal. Save the 
voices of the pilgrims and the priests, all 
without in the village of Bethany was hush- 
‘ed in the deep silence of night. When the 
party left the sepulchre, the daylight was 
’ already breaking, and returning slowly by 
the same route, the gate of St. Stephen ad- 
mitted them again, as the rising sun began 
to crimson the cast.
